Baird 
said 
negotiations

will “ substantially” reduce 
the cost to Lincoln. 
In about two to four weeks, 
Baird said, the city will 
advertise for bids for con­ 
struction of a gas turbine 
peaking unit to be built at 8th 
and J Sis. 
The 20 mw power plant will 
cost about $2 million, he said, 
noting an engineering study 
for the city recommended 
eight such units be built over 
the next 15 years. 
ITiese 
“ small” 
p o w e r 
plants 
would 
o p e r a t e 
primarily during periods of 
peak power usage, such as 
during 
the 
hot 
summer 
months, to help reduce the 
city’s power p u r c h a s e 
costs. 
City officials have decided 
tentatively to purchase the 
Nebraska 
Public 
Power 
System’s (N PPS) plant at 9th 
and K Sts. and negotiations 
are now under way. 
The K St. plant Is the only 
source of steam for the city 
to provide steam heat to 
downtown businesses. Some 
months ago, NPPS notified 
the city it will no longer pro­ 
vide the steam after Jan. 1 
1972. 
Another engineering study 
recomimended that tte city 
purchase the plant as the 
most economical alternative 
to building a new 
steam 
plant. 
A mutually a g r e e a b l e 
purchase p r i c e of $650,467 
has been reached between 
the city and NPPS. But Dale 
Renner, city representative 
to LES, notes it will require 
an additional expenditure of 
$400,000-1500,000 
to 
make 
needed Improvements to the 
plant. 
Another proposal presented 
the Power Advisory Board, 
but tabled for the time being 
as an item of lesser impor­ 
tance, is construction of a 
three-building 
complex 
to 
house all but the administra­ 
tive and accounting offices of 
LES, which are now scattered 
around the city in nine loca­ 
tions. 
The $3.1 million complex 
was recommended for a two- 
block area at 8th and J Sts. 
On Nov. 17, the City Coun­ 
cil will hold a public hearing 
on an ordinance aimed at 
Implementing the 
1 o n g - 
discussed proposal to create 
an administrative board to 
govern LES. 
This 
board 
would replace the present 
advisory board. 


The proposed 
ordinance 
now before the Council is 
merely enabling legislation 
that would give the Council 
authority to delegate certain 
powers to such a board, ac­ 
cording to Councilman Ervin 
Peterson. 
Any authority granted such 
a board would bave to be 
given in later ordinances in­ 
troduced only if tbe present 
ordinance is approved by the 
CouncU and by city voters at 
the next general election, 
Peterson said. 
Early this year, the Power 
Advisory B o a r d 
recom­ 
mended that such an ad­ 
ministrative 
b o a r d 
be 
created by a c h a r t e r 
amendment 
submitted 
to 
voters. But the proposal ran 
into trouble at City Hall and 
never reached the ballot. 
There has also been some 
preliminary discussion of the 
idea that Lincoln assume 
management of LES. Since 
city 
acquisition 
of 
Con­ 
sumers’ retail distribution 
facilities in and around the 
city nearly four years ago, 
Consumers has operated LES 
for a fee under terms of a 
management contract. 
If the city decides it wants 
to manage LES, it must give 
Consumers advance notice 
and then hire personnel to 
replace Consumers men now 
heading LES. 
Baird noted there has been 
some general discussion of 
embarking on a policy of 
burying 
underground 
all 
power lines in the city as 
lines are rebuilt or new ones 
constructed. 
But 
hindering 
such 
a 
decision, he said, is the 
question of fairness among 
all city property owners over 
who pays the added cost of 
placing lines underground. 
In new subdivisions where 
all lines are placed un­ 
derground, 
it 
costs 
the 
developer an average 
of 
about $250 per lot. This cost 
is usually passed on to the 
home buyer. 
But in existing residential 
areas, Baird said, it is ques­ 
tionable whether LES should 
pay this added cost for put­ 
ting power lines underground 
when it didn’t foot the bill in 
new subdivisions. 
And, he said, it is also 
questionable whether M at­ 
tempt should be made to levy 
this additional cost against 
homeowners who may object 
to paying on grounds they 


don’t want the l i n e s un­ 
derground 
In one eight-lot area in 
Bishop Heights, Baird said, 
homeowners have agreed to 
pay the bill for tearing down 
the overhead lines and bury­ 
ing them. 
The cost of this work will 
average $400-$100 per lot, he 
said, and Includes all ex­ 
penses plus reimbursement 
based 
on 
the 
remaining 
useful life of the overhead 
line being removed. 
In meeting the many ex­ 
penses involved in LES’ day- 
to-day operation of main­ 
taining reliable e l e c t r i c 
service and the expenses of 
some of the 
major 
im­ 
provements, it is generally 
agreed that revenue bon^ 
will have to be issued at 
some time in tbe future. 
LES 
currently 
has. a 
surplus of some $2 million, 
which will probabb be used 
to pay the cost of the peaking 
unit planned for 8th and J, 
Baird sadd. 
The K St. plant will pro­ 
bably be acquired under a 
lease-purchia'se arrangement 
with 
monthly 
payments, 
Renner said. 
Both men hope the cost to 
Lincoln in the final service 
area plan will not be so high 
as to dip too deeply into 
available funds. 
But both Baird and Renner 
note that future construction 
of additional peaking units 
and tbe 
ser^ce 
building 
complex w i l l undoubtedly 
require bond issues. 
It is the cost of these items 
from 
LES 
revenues 
— 
regardless of whether they’re 
lump sum payments, lease- 
purchase p a y m e n t s or 
repayment of bond issues — 
that make both Baird and 
Renner 
question 
whether 
electrical 
rates 
can 
be 
lowered in the near future.
